PRESIDENT S ANNUAL ADDRESS 

The Toronto Local Council of Women in facing another year of activity 
lias much for which to be thankful. Not only have we increased our individual 
membership very largely, but we have added many .prominent names to the list 
of patrons for the National Council of Women, and have received in affiliation 
many additional Societies, and are firmly established as part of the life in our 
own city. I take it that we women, having realized that we have a municipal 
duty to this community, have accepted our citizenship. Much that the Council 
does as a consulted body of representative women, does not appear in either the 
minutes or reports of Committees, but each day brings some fresh appreciation 
of our services on vital questions. Our telephones could testify could they but 
speak. The Council further takes part in most of the important deputations 
arranged for the public welfare, which shows an appreciation on behalf of the 
public for your good sense in dealing with important matters. 

We have been favoured with several addresses at our executive meetings, 
by people of prominence from abroad, including Miss MacMillan, Mr. W. A. 
Coote, Miss Wylie of England, Miss Barnum of Cleveland, and Mrs. Alice S. 
Wells of California, who have each brought us valuable information from their 
own special fields of work. 

REGISTRY OFFICES. 

This Council brought to the attention of our City authorities what seems 
to us a pressing need in the care and protection of working girls, requesting 
"That in view of the facts relating to employment bureaux, which have come to 
the knowledge of this Council, we respectfully suggest that employment bureaux 
be made a branch of Civic administration." As a preventative means, we still 
think this way of handling the woman-stranger, seeking employment, the only 
wise one. 

DEPUTATION TO CABINET MINISTERS. 

We have lately joined with other Ontario Local Councils, in a deputation 
before Sir. James Whitney and a few of the Cabinet Ministers, and discussed 
with them, and heard their opinions, on important questions as outlined in our 
provincial platform. I may say the reception accorded us was fairly satisfactory. 

EXHIBITION ADDRESS. 

It was an interested audience that gathered in the Women s Building during 
the last Exhibition, and sat patiently for an hour listening to our Provincial 
and Civic Platform. In this way, we were able to reach many women from the 
country, and had an opportunity of explaining our efforts to them. 
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ELECTION CAMPAIGN. 

Many of our members took keen interest in the effort made by the Suffrage 
societies to secure a fuller representation of women voters at the polls on New 
Year s Day. This was a new departure for women and one which, it is hoped, 
will be continued in the future, and I hope we shall again be asked to provide 
speakers. Why should not women hear the topics which are uppermost with 
the electors, instead of leaving this matter entirely in the hands of the men 
voters ? 

INTERVIEW WITH POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 

The recent visit of Mrs. Alice Stebbins Wells, the first appointed police 
woman in the United States, gave us an opportunity of bringing this important 
question before the Police Commissioners, and in an interview with them, this 
matter, together with other suggestions, were discussed, and I am pleased to 
report that we had a very sympathetic hearing, and we were thoroughly con 
vinced that we are working on right lines in these much-needed reforms. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Many resolutions have been sent to the National Council within the past 
year. One important one, namely as relating to a Federal Bureau of Health 
and Health Certificates before Marriage. It is interesting to note the stand 
taken on this subject by the Municipal Conference on the care of the Feeble- 
Minded, which passed this resolution : That the Legislature be requested to 
make such amendments to .the Marriage Act as will prevent the marriage of 
feeble-minded persons," and I might mention that in the United States, such 
States as Connecticut, Indiana, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, New Jersey, 
Ohio and Washington refuse to grant licenses of marriage between imbecile and 
feeble-minded, and nine states bar marriage where it is proven that the persons 
requesting a license are subjects of chronic epilepsy, while the majority of the 
States bar marriage in cases of insanity. Four States forbid marriage in cases 
of specific contagious diseases, and the States of Ohio and Washington for chronic 
drunkenness. A few months ago, the Bishop of Chicago issued an edict that no 
marriage ceremony would be allowed to take place in the Cathedral unless the 
contracting parties produced a medical certificate, showing them both to be in 
perfect health, mentally and physically. Above everything else, our request to 
the Cabinet is aimed at the eradication of social diseases, and when we intel 
ligently understand this subject and view the disaster caused by these diseases, 
the sooner shall we strive to apply what remedies are possible through legisla 
tion, and other means of clearing up this evil. Compulsory notification is one 
preventative way to do this, for if our young men and women knew that they 
must face an examination before being granted a certificate of marriage, would 
they not attend carefully to their manner of living ? The laxity which prevails 
in granting licenses makes possible the perpetuating of not only hereditary 
diseases, but makes necessary such an institution as now at Orillia, and crowds 
our asylums and refuge homes by increasing numbers, and adding to the criminal 
classes to such an extent as to cause untold expense to our Government, and 
undermining our whole national life. 

CLOSING REMARKS. 

In closing, let me thank my beloved fellow- workers for their hearty co 
operation and support in all our undertakings. As President, I deeply appreciate 
the kind sympathy and active help accorded me.

During the past year 
we have added to our list three new Societies, the Social Service Club of the 
Presbyterian Church, The Beaches Progressive Club and the Alma Daughters. 
We have also added 50 names to our individual membership, making a total of 
87 individual members. 

The Council has held 9 executive meetings, with an average attendance of 
36, three open meetings and the Annual Meeting, for- which your affiliation 
Secretary has sent 2710 cards. 

At the first open meeting, held in May, Mr. Coate, Secretary of the National 
Vigilance Association, gave an interesting address. 

At the second, held in January, Mrs. Alice Stebbins Wells, the first police 
woman appointed in the U. S., gave an address on "Side Lights on the Social 
Question. 

Invitations were also sent to the members of the Council to attend a munici 
pal Conference on the feeble-minded, held in the City Hall in November. 

Your Cor. Sec y. has received about 150 letters and dispatched approxim 
ately 300. All of which is respectfully submitted.

THE CARE OF THE AGED AND INFIRM. 

In response to our resolution of last year, we are glad to report that the 
National Council granted permission to change the name of this Committee 
from Dependent Classes back to "Aged and Infirm," what it had been previously. 

Our Committee have been active. Though no special progress yet to be 
reported, we have tried to find out conditions of our "Aged Ones" in every 
way we could, and there are certainly many who should be provided for, though r 
there is under way the providing a home for "Aged Couples", it will only meet 
the need in a small degree and much more remains to be done in this direction. 
However, we are glad to state the fact that our law does say, "that when able 
children must contribute to the support of their parents," thus putting the 
responsibility where it rightly belongs. 

This law has been put into effect recently in various instances. Our Com 
mittee has conferred with representatives of the Associated Charities as to the 
best means of making provision for, and finding out conditions of our "Aged 
Ones," and we expect more will be done before very long. 

Many detailed instances could be given where our Committee has brought 
cheer and comfort to lonely and burdened lives. Much has been done to create 
interest in the work of this worthy cause. Nearly four thousand pages of litera 
ture has been distributed, we are sure with good results.

CUSTODIAL CARE OF THE FEEBLE-MINDED. 

We are most thankful to report that during the past year, there has been 
a distinct advancement in this most important work for the care of the feeble 
minded. For years we have been battling, so to speak, against wind and tide 
and it is most encouraging to note some indications that the tide is turning, 
and is sufficiently strong to carry forward some definite achievement. 

The visit of Dr. Johnson, of Vineland, N. J., to Toronto this year, was 
most helpful in the training of public opinion, and the great interest taken in 
his lecture by representative and influential citizens, speaks well for the future 
of our cause. 

Again, the examination carried on by the City of Toronto into the mentality 
of every child attending the Public Schools, is another step in the right direc 
tion. When a striking percentage of our school children are found, on expert 
evidence, to be mentally defective, something must be done, and it is almost 
certain that the year 1913 will see the commencement of that definite something. 

But by far the strongest ground for encouragement is to be found in the 
way the municipalities of Ontario have come forward, in the person of their 
public men, as evidenced by the stand taken at the Conference on the Care of 
the Feeble-minded, held in Toronto in November, when many municipalities 
were influentially represented, and their representatives did not hesitate to 
express themselves with no uncertain sound, as to the great and immediate 
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need of action. And also, what is still more encouraging to those of us who for 
years have seen this responsibility thrown backwards and forwards between the 
Ontario Government and the municipalities they did not hesitate to pledge 
themselves as representatives to undertake the financial burden. It was de 
cidedly the opinion of the Conference, that if the Government would provide 
the institutions the municipalities would provide the maintenance of their 
own cases. 

The appointment of a standing committee of representative men and women 
to work in the interests of this cause is also an advance. 

Your committee would like to suggest the advisability of carrying on educa 
tional work, through addresses and leaflets as the women of Nova Scotia are 
doing to such good effect as the best way at present of advancing our cause. 

To those of us whose eyes have been opened by seeing and knowing the 
wretchedness of the individual, and the terrible danger to the future population 
of our country, it is the duty of every woman in our land to do something to 
hasten the day when these poor derelicts will be properly sheltered from harm, 
and our country sheltered from the harm done by them. 

Speaking of those only who come under my own observation 46 per cent, 
of whom are mentally defective some of them are very difficult cases degener 
ate, epileptic or semi-insane cases pronounced by experts so degenerate as to 
make it criminal to let them loose upon the country, and yet it is almost impos 
sible to get them into any home or institution for custodial care, because there 
are no such institutions, or a totally inadequate number of such institutions 
to place them in. The most pitiful feature of all work for the dependent children 
and youth of our country is the obligation to place out in the world, and exposed 
to all its dangers and pitfalls, those who from degeneracy or defective mentality 
are absolutely unfit to cope with life. While the cry of "Save the children" is 
always on our lips and in our hearts in this the children s age, why should we 
deny the perpetual protection of the State, to her pitiful, perpetual children ?

CITIZENSHIP COMMITTEE. 

Your Committee has been engaged in working out some of the points con 
tained in the Municipal and the Provincial platforms which were drawn up 
last year. 

The Toronto City Council was approached with the request to support our 
efforts to obtain legislation to remove the present disablity resting on married 
women taxpayers with regard to the exercise of the municipal franchise. The 
City Council passed a unanimous resolution to such effect at the end of January, 
1912, and instructed the city solicitor to draw up the draft of a Bill which pro 
vided for the municipal enfranchisement of married women who are tax payers 
in cities over 100,000 inhabitants. Letters were sent from your Committee, 
through the Corresponding Secretary of the Local Council, to all the Ontario 
Local Councils asking them to take steps to induce their respective City Councils 
to send in similar recommendations to the Provincial Government. The Bill 
was, however, defeated, together with two other measures dealing with the 
enfranchisement of the women of this province, the proceedings in the House 
dealing with all these measures taking less than two hours altogether. 

It was announced on Nov. ist that the government intended to introduce a 
new consolidated Municipal Act for Ontario during next session and that sugges 
ted amendments were now in order. Your committee at once sent letters to Sir 
James Whitney, to Mr. Hanna, to Sir William Meredith, and to the Clerk of 
Municipal Bills to urge that under the provisions of the new municipal act the 
electoral disabilities descending upon women on marriage shall be discontinued, 
since the reasons which originally caused this disability and which are to be found 
in the ancient common law of "coverture " now no longer exist. This has already 
been recognized by the British Parliament in removing such disability, though 
an ancient provision applying to English Boroughs nullifies the benefits of the 
rate and taxpayers are entitled to the exercise of the municipal franchise. A 
Act outside London itself, whilst in Scotland and Ireland all married women 
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deputation from the Local Council waited on Mr. Hanna to place the matter 
before him. It was accompanied by his worship the Mayor, who introduced 
the deputation, by- all the members of the Board of Control, and by some mem 
bers of the City Council. The Provincial Secretary gave the deputation a 
courteous hearing. It is now your Committee s intention to invite a private 
member of the Ontario Legislature to introduce an amendment to the municipal 
Act if the government refuses to make it part of the proposed government meas 
ure. A bill was also drawn up by your convener and revised, thanks to the kind 
services of J. A. Paterson, K.C., to give the Provincial Franchise to the women 
of this province on the same terms as is or may be granted to the men of this 
province. It is your committee s intention to have it introduced by a private 
member during the next session. 

Your Committee, jointly with the Committee on Equal Moral Standard 
and several others interviewed the Board of Police Commissioners to ask for 
separate trials for women in the police courts, for the appointment of police 
women and several other important provisions. The reception was a very 
cordial one and it is to be hoped that steps will be taken to bring about the 
desired reforms. 

Your Committee drew up a list of suggestions to be senl to the newly formed 
Citizens Committee with reference to their work in investigating the conditions 
of the social evil in this city, but it was decided by the Executive of the Local 
Council that it was not at present advisable to approach the Citizens Committee 
otherwise than on general lines. 

On Dec. I2th the "White Slave" Bill became law in Britain, and according 
to cable messages all the notorious procurers at once left London and presum 
ably the country. Your convener at once wrote to all the leading newspapers 
in this Dominion calling upon the public to demand that a similar law should 
be carried by the Dominion and by Ihe Provincial Parliaments this session, so 
as to avoid this Dominion becom : ng a harboring place for procurers flying from 
England. 

The necessary amendments to the criminal code having already been sub 
mitted to the Dominion Government by the National Council of Women, your 
Committee strongly urges immediate action concerning the provisions under 
the White Slave Bill, which would in this country have to be carried by the 
Provincial Parliaments. These provisions are : To give every landlord the 
power to at once terminate a tenancy if the tenant is convicted of using the 
premises for immoral purposes. If the landlord fails to do so or to take steps 
to stop such further offences, and if the tenant is again convicted on a similar 
charge, the landlord is deemed guilty of having knowingly aided and abetted 
the commission of that offence. 

It is self-evident that such a provision will go a long way towards the elimina 
tion of houses of ill fame and of facilities for prostitution generally. 

Your convener also took part in the arrangement of a series of meetings by 
the various suffrage organizations of this city for the benefit of the municipal 
women voters of Toronto.

THE COMMITTEE ON CHILD WELFARE. 

The Committee on Child Welfare, which at present consists of one mem 
ber, has worked this past year in conjunction with the Committee on Laws 
Affecting Women and Children, and the report from the Convener of the latter 
committee will cover any work done by this Committee. 

At the same time it is very fully realized that "child welfare" has a much 
broader and deeper meaning than is implied in the words "correction" and 
"prevention." 

The conservation of childhood is comparatively a new study for social 
workers, and like all great subjects must be worked out on educational lines. 

In May, 1911, a notable Child Welfare Conference was held in Richmond, 
Virginia, which was well attended, while the speeches showed an earnestness 
and up-to-dateness in attacking the problems of the child which was most in 
spiring. Physicians discussed the problem of heredity, pregnancy, eugenics, 
prevention of blindness, care of mothers and children, and infant mortality. 
The outcome was a set of resolutions asking that the superintendent of public 
instruction be authorized to report on backward children in the schools of the 
state, that a temporary commission be appointed to study the needs of unskilled 
children in industries, and that an institution for the feeble-minded be established. 

Arrangements were made for a Child Welfare Exhibit at the state fair in 
Richmond, and it was also suggested that the parents of illegitimate children 
be required to provide for their support. 

The Chicago Child Welfare Exhibit was of great benefit educationally to 
all classes. When Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick, Jr., saw the New York Exhibit, 
she felt that Chicago should have one like it, and so the whole New York Exhibit 
at this lady s expense was transplanted to Chicago, additional local statistics 
and models were added, making the Chicago Exhibit more complete than that 
held in New York. 

Scotland is taking up the work of child welfare. A Council has been formed 
and is prepared to conserve childhood up to the age of 2 1 . 

So, although we in Toronto are quite familiar with these lines of work, 
and have done much to ameliorate the backward conditions under which many 
children live, such as establishing playgrounds, medical inspection in the schools, 
a Juvenile Court, and agitating for the care of the feeble-minded. Yet we 
are only on the threshold of this great patriotic work, of which not the last or 
least important part is the education of the public to the value of a little child.

EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 

The Education Committee, consisting of twelve members, has given its 
attention during the last year, First To the necessity of having smaller prim 
ary classes and shorter hours for such classes in public schools. 

As efficiency is the goal which any school system endeavors to reach, it is 
legitimate to encourage the conditions which make for that efficiency. Some 
of the conditions necessary to healthy physical, mental and moral growth are : 
Plenty of fresh air and air space, and plenty of time for the teacher to become 
acquainted with the pupil. Nothing can insure these conditions with classes 
of forty-five, fifty or sixty pupils in a class. The Education Committee realizes 
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that such ills as the white plague, the drink habit, the social evil, commercial and 
industrial inefficiency, etc., come largely from lack of knowledge and lack of 
self control. It is deemed necessary, therefore, to encourage and insist upon 
standards of education for the youngest boys and girls, which will make for 
greater strength and reverence for their bodies, and which will lay the foundation 
for clear thinking and right living. Our committee presented a resolution to 
this effect to the Board of Management. It was laid aside at the time, and only 
revived when one of the members of the Board of Education brought forth a 
similar resolution to ths effect that primary classes should be divided, giving 
only half day sessions to each section; i.e., while one half of the class was indoors 
engaged at regular work, the other half should be engaged in supervised physical 
or manual exercise, and vice versa. Secondly The committee re the second 
resolution was concerned with the appointment of a committee to visit school 
boards until such time as women could be elected members of the Board of 
Education. This was done in order that the Woman s Council might be in 
direct touch with the School Board s efforts, also that the School Board might 
understand more forcibly what the Local Council s educational policy is con 
cerning the schools. 

For the coming year the following efforts will be made : First, to nominate 
a woman employee and a woman employer as members of the Advisory Technical 
Board of Education. This nomination will be left with the six members of the 
Board of Education who remain in office for the year 1914. 

Secondly, there are two resolutions being prepared by the Education Com 
mittee, namely, one to stimulate effort for training teachers in advanced sew 
ing for use in Technical and Household Science Schools and classes. 

Also a resolution re the urgent need for a training school for teachers of 
physical education, playground a,nd camp supervision.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LAWS AFFECTING WOMEN 

AND CHILDREN. 

There are no changes in laws affecting women and children to report at the 
close of this year. 

Early last spring your Committee investigated reports of irregularities in 
offices of employment agents, and in view of facts which came to our notice 
we sent you a resolution to the effect that employment bureaus be made a branch 
of civic administration. This resolution was forwarded by Council to the Mayor. 
It was answered by the Mayor and Board of Control with the hope that some 
satisfactory arrangement could be made. 

Your Committee appeared before the Board of Police Commissioners in 
June to ask that children under 15 be excluded from low class theatres. A num 
ber of clergymen were present, also Rev. Mr. St. Clair and members of the 
Vigilance Association. Representatives of Toronto theatres were present to 
oppose any change in regulations. The Vigilance Association asked that all 
minors (persons under 21) be excluded from all theatres. The Police Com 
missioners said that if anything dangerous to morals was being shown, the 
theatres so showing should be closed. Rev. Mr. St. Clair was subsequently 
arrested for delivering to the Commissioners and members of the deputation a 
printed paper purporting to be an exact report of a performance at the Star 
theatre. 

The following resolution was sent to the Mayor : "Resolved that the 
Local Council desire to express their sympathy and give their moral support 
to the efforts of the Vigilance Association for their work in having removed the 
plague spots of theatres of showing lewd plays and also wish to express their 
deep regret that the Rev. Mr. St. Clair should be subjected to such unfair and 
arbitrary treatment in the prosecution of his duty as Secretary of the Vigilance 
Association." 
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The following resolution was sent to the National Council from your Council ; 
That the National Council of Women do memorialize the Ontario Government 
asking that women be placed on the existing Board of Censors for moving 
picture shows ; also that a Board of Censors be formed to deal with all theat 
rical productions and that one or more women shall be members of the same ; 
also that no one having any financial interest in any of the above shall be allowed 
to be a member of said Boards. 

Your Committee has now in hand the case of Madeline LaLamonde, in 
Kingston Penitentiary for throwing acid on the man who betrayed her under 
promise of marriage. 

As in the case of most committees there is often a great deal of work and 
interviewing done for which there is very little result perceptible, but which 
is always necessary and inevitable.

REPORT OF CONVENER OF OBJECTIONABLE PRINTED 
MATTER AND PICTURE SHOWS. 

Your Convener for the year 1912 reports : 

Information was received that post cards that were objectionable were 
being displayed in a store window on Kingston Road. It was reported to the 
Inspector and the cards were removed ; also others in a store on Queen St. East. 

The Picture Postal is still a menace to the morals of the young, and its sale 
calls for continual vigilance. Fifty thousand objectionable post cards are re 
ported to have been printed in Toronto this past year. 

I would like to ask that every Convener and President of the Council 
would help this committee in a crusade against Objectionable Printed Matter ; 
it is impossible for a small committee to cover this large field. 

If you hear of any book, magazine or reading matter that has descriptions 
of immoral acts, vice or corruption, please send word to this committee. This 
evil is reaching the very sources of our home life. 

A lady has just informed me of a book that has been circulated in the city 
which is of an immoral character and will be destroyed. 

Your Convener sent in a complaint to the Inspector that theatrical posters 
in the centre of the city, that were objectionable in parts, were partly covered 
with smaller advertising matter, and that in the outlying districts these same 
posters were neglected. Some of these posters next day had an over-supply of 
bills pasted on them, and others neglected entirely or overlooked. 

But why allow these unsightly posters covered in many cases with unedify- 
ing pictures, which suggest alterations to the small boy with a piece of chalk, 
be put up at all in our city streets. 

The home owner who undertakes the erection of a new verendah or the add 
ing of a coat of paint to his house, soon learns that he must pay a tax for the 
privilege of beautifying his premises. 

Not so with the owner of the corner lot next door, who rents the erecting 
of bill-boards on his lot to the bill-board man, and the tax payers are called to 
bear the whole expense of issuing of permits and inspection of such unsightly 
constructions. 

The public do not realize the dangerous conditions of some of these sign 
boards which line our city streets (but do not beautify). 

A strong wind blowing makes a dangerous condition for the passer-by. 
An examination of the braces which are supposed to render those signs secure 
reveals most alarming conditions. 

The public have a right to demand that such structures be placed sufficiently 
removed from the street line to render it absolutely safe for the passer-by ; until 
such a time when the public will no longer permit the streets of our city beau 
tiful to be used in that way. 
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If our city gives the right to put up these inartistic bill-boards, the authori 
ties have the right to regulate them and should use that power to the extent of 
reducing the danger to human life and limb to a minimum. 

^ It costs something to erect bill-boards in Detroit ; the result is that these 
disfigurements of the landscape are far less numerous in that city than they are 
in Toronto. Two dollars is the fee charged for a permit and if a complaint is 
made they are insecure they are inspected and a $2.00 fee is charged. Owners 
of bill-boards must file a bond to the amount of $5.000 with the city clerk ; this 
is in case of accidents and damages claimed. Imagine the enormous revenue 
that the city of Toronto would derive from sign-board privileges if similar fees 
were charged. 

The tax-payers of Toronto are called upon to bear the whole expense of 
issuing permits, and of the inspection of such construction. Existing regula 
tions encourage the multiplication of such unsightly structures. 

Would propose that all posters that are put up and found offensive or sug 
gestive in any way and require to be partially covered by smaller poster or ad 
vertising matter, should immediately, at the expense of the advertiser, be re 
moved entirely. 

The moral tone of the pictures how has somewhat improved within the last 
year. The crude tone of the plays are receding and an improvement is noticed 
with all pictures displayed and we hope the next year will see a vast advance 
ment towards educational films. 

Picture shows could be used for giving practical lessons on the danger of 
keeping unclean houses, the peril of consumption and the harmful character of 
the house-fly ; and practical lessons on keeping well, and to show mothers how 
to care for their babies. 

Pictures are being made to be used in connection with public school text 
books up to high school grade. The stereopticon pictures include medical, in 
dustrial and other educational work, such as "The culture of cocoa," "rays of 
electricity," "historical scenes," "pictures of the Aurora Borealis." 

Sunday School work could be made more impressive by moving pictures, 
and still more so with Mr. Edison s latest invention, the Kinetophone, where 
sound is produced simultaneously with action, in other words, makes pictures talk. 

With the view of keeping the children from roaming about the streets at 
night, and in places not calculated to improve their morals, could not some of 
the churches be persuaded to introduce a penny entertainment system. 

Edison has patented a non-inflammable machine for this purpose, which sells 
from $60 upwards, called Edison s Home Kinetoscope. 

Entertainments, including music and motion pictures, could be given two 
or three evenings each week in a large lecture room at the church. These need 
not necessarily be in the church, Our schools could be used for this purpose. 
Price of admission could be from one penny to five cents. This small admittance 
fee would pay for films, which are not expensive. The film you buy can be ex 
changed for other pictures of the same class, and exchanges kept up indefinitely. 
The procedure is this : you buy a film, when through, mail it to Thos. A. Edison, 
Inc., Orange, N. J., enclosing with it the necessary coupons to cover the exchange. 
These coupons are sold in books of fifty for $5.00 by dealers. 

The disclosures made by the trial of Mr. St. Clair has awakened Toronto 
citizens to the peril of contaminating influence that has in the past been endang 
ering the morals of our youth. 

Under the new censorship and the results of investigation by moral reform 
ers, we hope to create new conditions around theatres. Although it would be 
absolutely impossible for any one man to please everybody in matters of stage 
morals, there should be no great difficulty in distinguishing between art and dec 
ency. 

Your Committee again recommend a woman as. censor for both theatres 
and picture shows. For instance, how much a woman like Mrs. Stebbins Wells 
could do, with her experience and knowledge of the effect these things have on 
the untrained mind. 
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As honest, thoughtful, serious minded mothers, we deplore the fact that an 
instrument which holds a position of so much influence as our daily newspapers 
to moral upliftment, should use it s power otherwise in publishing lengthy 
details of scandals, murders, indecent happenings, and certain medical advertise 
ments, because of commercial reasons. Is it too much to ask that the great 
journals help us, who are otherwise helpless as voteless mothers. 

As the medical health officers now realize that prevention is better than 
cure, for the same reason we ask that the newspapers do not spread the germs 
of moral poison to the detriment of our sons and daughters, in printing with 
large headlines, in conspicuous places, detailed accounts of the immoralities of 
the people, and demoralizing medical advertisements, which implant impure 
thoughts in those who read them. This not only affects the physical but also 
the spiritual, which is eternal. 

If the papers must publish such happenings as referred to, let it be done 
without prominence. 

With the ex-chairman for eight years of the Board of Education pleading 
guilty to the publishing of obscene literature, and the jury in the Stair case 
bringing in a verdict of "not guilty," one begins to wonder how long commercial 
ism is going to run the world. I feel with Sidney Lanicers like saying : 
O Trade, O Trade, would thou wert dead, 
The time needs heajt, tis tired of head."

The work of the Committee is of such a routine nature that this year it 
was only convened once, and this for a short time to receive the tenders for 
publishing the annual report and also to hear the gratifying statements of the 
Advertising Committee, whose splendid efforts make the work of getting out 
the report a comparatively easy task. 

Reports of all the executive meetings have been sent to the five dailies_ that 
publish Council news. As usual they have been exceedingly generous in giving 
space to all material sent in. Copies of the annual reports were sent to the dif 
ferent Councils throughout the Dominion, also to our Toronto papers and a 
number were taken to the Annual Meeting at London. 

Many complimentary remarks were passed on the excellent reports of the 
Standing Committees and Affiliated Societies appearing in the report, also on 
the style, paper and general make up of the booklet. This was very pleasing to 
the Committee. 

All items of interest and condensed reports of meetings were sent to the 
Press Convener of the National Council, which have been kindly acknowledged 
by her. We desire to thank the Montreal Local Council for their kindness in 
continuing to send the "Montreal Daily Witness" to the Convener. Several 
items of great interest to Council workers that appeared in the paper have been 
sent on to other Councils or to Conveners of Committees interested in their 
special line. 

1 hrough the reports in the papers of the many activities of Toronto Council 
several people have become interested and inquired how they could become 
members of the Society. Individual membership has always been suggested, 
thus greatly increasing our members as well as stimulating interest in our work.

LOCAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF TORONTO. 25 

PREVENTION OF TRAFFIC IN WOMEN AND EQUAL MORAL 

STANDARD COMMITTEE. 

During the year several meetings have been held to plan and discuss the 
work. We have tried to investigate the methods of the various employment J 
bureaus and intelligence offices throughout the city. While we do not wish to 
even criticize all, we feel that the question can never be satisfactorily solved 
until it is taken out of the hands of private individuals and placed under civic 
control. As the result of our investigation one office has been closed. 

We have tried to watch all advertisements appearing in the daily papers 
that seem to be misleading. Each member of the Committee has undertaken 
to be responsible for investigating the advts. of one paper. 

In many ways we have been able to assist girls who came to the city as 
strangers. Several have been placed in good positions. In one case where a 
girl was being sent to another city in a way that seemed a little irregular she 
was detained until full inquiry could be made. 

The chief work of the Committee has been educational, feeling that the 
proper education of the young is the only solution of the "social problem." 
The members of the Committee have addressed over eighty meetings where 
the dangers of the "let-alone" method of dealing with "life truths" has been 
shown and the proper method of teaching them explained. Literature has 
been circulated and books kept on hand for sale. It has been the policy of the 
Committee not only to recommend helpful books (which are sometimes difficult 
to obtain and some mothers still feel reticent about asking for), but to take 
with us to the meetings and offer at cost such books as Dr. Hall s 
The Strength of Ten (for boys 10 to 14), price 20 cts. 
Life s Story (for girls 10 to 14), price 20 cts. 

From Youth Into Manhood (boys 14 to 18), price 50 cts. 
Reproduction and Sexual Hygiene (for adults), price $1.00. 

We have had printed several thousand copies of Dr. Hall s leaflet, "An 
Open Letter to Parents," price 5 cts. a single copy or 25 cts. a doz. We find the 
mothers, especially, are very grateful for the talks, and the opportunity of get 
ting the literature. Many parents have the desire to safeguard their children 
by giving them a knowledge of the truth, but feel so helpless in the matter. 
We look forward to an organized educational campaign, and to having some 
funds at our disposal to print and circulate literature. We have tried to get 
some articles into the daily papers, but so far have not been successful. It is 
very encouraging to see the gradual awakening and change of public feeling, 
and we look forward hopefully to the coming dawn of an equal moral standard 
and the pure and normal attitude on all these great questions.

PUBLIC HEALTH COMMITTEE. 

The first activity for 1912 was to oppose the contemplated action of the 
City Council to cut down the estimates required by the Department of Health 
of the City of Toronto. In three days we succeeced in securing between six 
and seven hundred signatures to a petition of expostulation, and this action of 
ours, combined with other agencies, assisted in reinstating $11,000.00 back into 
the estimates, which totalled for 1912 $179,713.00. And a conservative estimate 
of the city s population is 470,000, which shows that per capita, the expenses of 
maintaining an up-to-date Health Department is considerably lower than 
many other cities. 

PUBLIC HEALTH ASSOCIATION. 

In the fall of last year the city was fortunate to have the Public Health 
Association of Canada hold its Annual Convention here, and your Convener 
was honored with one of the local chairmanships, which brought our Council 
into close relationship with the workers, and gave us ready access to the splendid 
addresses presented, as well as into the enjoyment of the Association s social life. 
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CUSTODIAL CARE OF FEEBLE-MINDED. 

After twenty-one years activity re the feeble-minded by~~the National 
Council of Women, without much tangible result, except to pave the way for 
public opinion, it was a matter of general congratulation to have this municipality 
convene a conference in the City Hall on November 8th, 1912, to consider definite 
action for the custodial care of this unfortunate class. One of the members of 
this Committee assisted in drawing up the following resolutions : 

Care of the feeble-minded. 

That the Legislature be memorialized to provide institutions for the care 
of feeble-minded in Ontario, and that municipalities of the province be required 
to pay for the maintenance of their wards up to the age of 2 1 years, if necessary, 
after which, if unable to take care of themselves, they shall become wards of the 
Government. 

Issuing of Marriage Licenses. 

That in the opinion of this conference the issuing of marriage licenses should 
be confined to a municipal officer for instance, the Municipal Clerk. 

Amendment to the Marriage Act. 

That the Legislature be requested to make such amendments to the Marriage 
Act as will prevent the marriage of feeble-minded persons. 

Your Convener was chosen to be a member of the Municipal Committee 
appointed at this conference to press the subject seriously upon our Government 
at the first sitting of the Legislature. 

WARDS FOR THE NERVOUS POOR. 

We have also worked in conjunction with the Associated Charities to have 
the Wards for the Nervous Poor re-opened in connection with the work of the 
General Hospital, but have not as yet succeeded. It is a matter of interest to 
read Controller McCarthy s motion to form a Housing Committee to survey 
and adjust the housing situation m the city. This Council asked for such a 
Committee in December, 1911, and we are informed that those appointed this 
week will immediately apply to the Legislature for a law to regulate the building 
of sewers, and general lay-out of new territory before houses can be built. 

INTERVIEW POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 

Joining with other committees we had an interview with the Police Com 
missioners, and amongst others things, asked for the medical examination of 
women in cases of assault, by women physicians, believing this to be in the 
interest of women so unfortunate. 

FEDERAL BUREAU OF HEALTH. 

We sent on a resolution to the National Council, worded : 
That the National Council of Women petition the Dominion Government to 
create a Federal Bureau of Health which will deal with the sanitary supervision 
of Interprovincial and International Railways and steamers, the examination 
of all immigrants, and the care of quarantine stations, the laying down of stand 
ards and the providing of Pure Food Laws and their enforcement, and with the 
general furthering by means of Bacteriological, Physical, and Sociological Re 
search, of all questions of health as applied to the inhabitants of the Dominion. 
This was accepted and sent on to the Dominion Government as requested. 

TUBERCULIN TEST. 

We opposed in the National Executive a resolution from Ottawa Council 
asking for the tuberculin test to be applied to all cattle in the Dominion, on the 
ground that Canada would lose 50 per cent, of its cattle should this be put into 
action, and further pointed out the need of municipal pasteurization of milk, 
municipal abattoirs, also many more milk and meat inspectors throughout the 
country, as a means of combating tuberculosis. As a result of our plea this 
whole matter was referred to the National Annual Meeting for consideration. 
We are at present using our influence to secure the opening of fresh air schools, 
and the establishing of baths in the down-town schools, and are supporting the 
movement for the securing by the city of the present General Hospital for the 
treatment of measles, erysipelas and other contagious diseases, also wards for 
the nervous poor. Your Convener has given four addresses on health matters.

ALMA DAUGHTERS. 

As our society is a comparatively small and young one and the work this 
last year the least of any previous year, I take the liberty of giving a brief 
synopsis from our beginning which will give an insight as to who and what we are. 

Miss Emma Lisk is our founder and honorary president. Having been 
with Alma College since its inception, first as a teacher, then as lady principal 
until her health forbid, she had seen many girls come and go and felt there should 
be something to keep up a spirit of loyalty for the school and one another among 
the ex-pupils and teachers, and also promote the welfare of the College which 
was in debt at that time but has been cleared since. 

Her inspiration resulted in the organizing of Alma Daughters, consisting 
now of four branches, St. Thomas, London, Hamilton and Toronto, each being 
more or less independent of the others, and each sending three delegates to the 
Annual Executive held at St. Thomas in June during the closing of Alma College. 

They unitedly redecorated the reception and drawing rooms and added 
some new furniture, and later when the debt was cleared from the College erected 
an artistic iron fence and gates at the front, at the cost of one thousand three 
hundred dollars, called "Jubilee Gates," being the twenty- fifth year of the College. 

The College Board in recognition of our efforts applied to the Legislature 
and had the charter changed, making it possible for three Alma Daughters to 
be on the College Board. 

We hold our meetings once a month except during the summer. They are 
of a business nature, and social if time permits. Sometimes we have an address 
by some woman prominent in the literary world or reform circles. 

One of our members donated a loving cup to be held by the Society having 
the most members. It is known as the Lisk trophy and cannot be held longer 
than two years by any Society.

CANADIAN BUSINESS WOMEN S CLUB. 

The year that has intervened since the last Annual Meeting of the Local 
Council has been a very busy one for the Canadian Business Women s Club. 
The monthly lectures have been well attended, which is not surprising when so 
many prominent local people have given their services, such as Mrs. O Sullivan 
of the Mercer Reformatory, Sir James Whitney, Mrs. Leathes, Professor Howe 
of Toronto University, who gave a very appropriate talk in May on "How a 
Tree is Made" ; Mrs. Willoughby Cummings, who took the members on a trip 
through Japan ; President Falconer, whose talk on Greek architecture was 
most educative, and Mr. E. S. Williamson, who this month gave his splendid 
lecture on the Life of Charles Dickens, with views of photographs of the author 
and the illustrations in the original editions. The members also had the pleasure 
of hearing Miss J. E. Owen of London, Eng., on "Idealism and Actualities," 
and a special meeting was called when Mrs. Woolman of New York told the 
members about "Opportunities for Women in Business," and the wonderful 
work she and her colleagues are doing in the Trade Schools of New York. 

The Visiting and Social Clubs have not been idle. The latter meets one 
Saturday afternoon a month for an outing and also held a very enjoyable recep 
tion for the members last October in the parlors of the Y.W.C.A., McGill St. 

The Annual Meeting last June saw the retirement of Miss Mary Lean, 
who has given such excellent service since the inauguration of the Club as its 
President and Miss Ruby Hunter was unanimously elected to take her place. 

At this meeting also new study clubs were introduced in connection with 
the Reading Circle : The Dramatic and Glee Club under the leadership of Miss 
Fitch of the Hambourg Conservatory of Music, which is considering giving an 
operetta and playlet this winter ; Parliamentary Procedure under Miss Sanborn ; 
Fireside Needlework and Story Telling under Mrs. Parker and Miss Kenny ; 
and Domestic Science under Mrs. McPhedran. The Social Science, Canadian 
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History. Eugenics and Race Culture, Literature and Travel Talks and Bible 
Study classes are still being held under the leadership of Mrs. Leathes, Miss 
Julia Cowan, Mrs. Hastings, Miss Coleman and Mrs. Helmer respectively, and 
in addition to all these a special department has been formed for the University 
Extension lectures. Dr. Stevenson is at present giving a course in nineteenth 
century literature, and Dr. Abbott is later on to give a course in Psychology. 
A great deal more might be said and written about the activities of the 
business women, but I shall not take up any more of your time. Suffice it to 
say that the members of the Canadian Business Women s Club are showing 
their appreciation of the time and energy so many talented people are giving 
by taking advantage of the opportunities for study in the limited time at their 
disposal.

REPORT OF CANADIAN HOUSEHOLD ECONOMIC ASSOCIATION. 

At the Annual Meeting of the C.H.E.A. held in October, the various reports 
showed the society to be in a healthy condition. A small balance in the bank. 
Owing to pressure of other work the President felt she could not continue in 
office and tendered her resignation. On the urgent solicitation of the members 
she was prevailed on to remain in office till the work of the Milk Depots could 
be finished and reported on. 

It was then decided not to have a programme of stated lectures or regular 
meetings, that the Association would rest for a while to come together at the call 
of the President. So while not actively engaged in any particular work, the 
C.H.E.A. is not dead. Regarding Milk Depot Work, I will quote from the 
report of Mrs. Gurnett, the Convener of Milk Depots. 

"The past summer has been a busy one with the Committee. Depots were 
opened as in past years at Trinity Church in the East End, with a church worker 
in charge, and the cases followed up by a nurse from the City Welfare Dept., 
the same being done at the Fred Victor Mission, where we also had a Depot. 

Our best work was done at the University Settlement on Adelaide Street, 
where we co-operated with the Settlement Board and had a most successful 
season. They supplied a room to hold the weekly clinics in, the ice box and 
paid half the nurse s salary. Our committee supplying the other half for the 
four months from June to the end of September, gave the milk ; ice, which was a 
special contribution from our Treasurer, Mr. Butt ; the tabulation cards and a 
pair of scales for weighing the babies. The money for these was given the Con 
vener by seven interested ladies after listening to a description of our work. 

At the Settlement we were most fortunate in securing the services of a gradu 
ate of the Hospital for Sick Children, and who soon won the confidence of the 
mothers and the love of the babies, coming regularly to the Depot. Dr. Bates 
gave his services every Thursday morning to the Clinic, and some days it was 
all he, the nurse and your Convener could do to undress, weigh and prescribe 
for the babies as well as hand out the milk and try to mollify some of the wee 
ones who objected to being put in the wicker basket for weighing. It was grati 
fying to all to mark the improvement from week to week. The nurse did some 
of the modifying at the Depot, but generally visited the homes and taught the 
mothers, who were only too glad to learn. As many as ninety visits a month 
were reported by the nurse to the homes, and hundreds of bottles of milk were 
distributed, mothers gladly paying the price asked for the certified milk; where 
they were too poor to pay, the milk was supplied free and the deficit made up 
out of the fund. Not a baby at any of the Depots died that were fed on milk 
supplied by us. A couple of cases were brought to the Depots, but were dying 
when they came. They were immediately sent to the Hospital for Sick Chil 
dren, but too late to help the mites. 

"A Babies Rest Tent" was opened on Portland Street on the small city park 
there, and was a great boon to the mothers as well as a blessing to the babies. 
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This really did not come under our work, but our committee was intensely in 
terested, one member contributing $15 to assist in the work. Here in a canvas 
tent, with the most capable motherly woman in charge, was a complete outfit 
for keeping the babies an ice box to keep the feedings in, a coal oil stove to 
heat them when baby was ready for them, wash basins, separate towels, clothes, 
etc. The mothers of the neighborhood brought their babies here in carriages 
or go-carts with milk from the Depot, and left the children there, returning to do 
their house work feeling that baby was safe and well looked after. The baby 
was having the benefit of fresh air, sunshine and careful feeding. The rest tent 
was under the supervision of the nurse from the Settlement. I speak of this 
work in the hope that it may create a spirit of emulation in other crowded quar 
ters of the city to do likewise in availing themselves of open air spaces. The 
cost of maintaining this tent was met by a committee of church workers and 
the Settlement Board. 

Another Depot opened late in the sumtner in the Presbyterian church school- 
house on Rhodes Ave., over the Don. This was in charge of a nurse from the 
City Welfare Dept. The distances were so great for the mothers to come that 
after school opened in Sept. it was soon closed, but the need for a Depot there 
is urgent. 

Now I come to the result of our work for three years. Through the summer 
months the C.H.E.A. Milk Committee have conducted Milk Depots for babies 
in various parts of the city, and during this time only one appeal was made for 
funds, this in the beginning of our work. All services have been given cheer 
fully and freely by the members and our reward has come in that the Depots 
are to be kept open the year round. Where the work has been established, 
Settlement or church workers will distribute the milk, the mothers paying for 
it at about the rate of I2C. a quart. The following up of the cases will be done 
by the city nurses, and thus records and statistics can be kept which was im 
possible when we only ran the Depots during the summer season. _ We can now 
feel that what once- seemed like an impossible task is an accomplished fact, and 
Toronto no doubt next summer will have several more Depots and the good work 
go on growing. 

We have a small deficit of about $150. That will easily be made up either 
from the city or private contribution. It is with more than ordinary regret that 
I give up active work in the Depots, but hope that we all will be volunteers for 
any new work that may require our services in connection with Infant Milk 
Depots." 

The convener s report was received with pleasure and a hearty vote of thanks 
was tendered Mrs. Gurnett for her untiring services in the work.

REPORT OF CATHOLIC YOUNG LADIES LITERARY ASSOCIATION. 

During the past year our Association has gone along the lines of former 
years, meeting weekly at the houses of the different members and following a 
prescribed programme of literary work.

GRADUATE NURSES ASSOCIATION OP ONTARIO. 

The Graduate Nurses Association of Ontario has been greatly encouraged, 
during the _ past year, by the marked increase of interest of the nurses of the prov 
ince, as evidenced by the large attendance at the annual meeting held in Hamil 
ton last May, by the large number identifying themselves with the Association, 
and by the formation of chapters in Hamilton and London for the benefit of 
members locally. And we sincerely hope that many more chapters will be 
formed this year. 

The Association now has a headquarters at "Toronto Graduate Nurses 

Club, 295 Sherbourne St., where all meetings are held, for which Club the nurses 

of Toronto are greatly indebted to Mr. John Ross Robertson. We have placed 

The Canadian Magazine" in the reading room of the Club in response to a 

request made for assistance from "The National Council of Women." 

The work of registration, which means so much (i) to the public, providing 
a guarantee of_ the standing of the nurse who enters the home and thus giving 
protection against impostors ; and (2) to nurses themselves, standardizing the 
training so that a Diploma has some definite significance, has not progressed 
as favorably as we could wish. In fact the very inadequate clause, inserted at 
the third reading of The Hospital Act," which was passed at the last session 
of the _ Legislature of Ontario, makes the maintenance of a proper standard 
more, instead of less, difficult. But proper regulations under this clause will 
greatly improve matters, and these are now under consideration. 

It was somewhat of a shock to this Association to find that the "Women s 
National Council" was thinking of advocating the placing of untrained women 
by the Government in the partially settled parts of Ontario and of western 
Canada, while nurses aim through different means to place skilled nursing 
within the reach of all who need it. The isolated settler, probably far from a 
doctor, needs skilled care even more than a city dweller, who is within easy 
reach of the physician at any hour of the day or night. 

We thought the National Council approved of the aims of our Association 
and counted on its support in helping to attain these. 

The Association is now trying to get into touch with young women who are 
desirous of training as nurses with a view t6 giving them information re choice 
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of training school, standing in profession, etc., so as to try and counteract the 
harm done by such schools as "The Red Cross School of Nursing," and "Domin 
ion School of Nursing," both of which are in Toronto, as well as other short 
course schools. 

The funds for our work have been augmented by the sale of the "Sairy 
Gamp Calendars" published by the Association.

GEORGINA HOUSES ASSOCIATION. 



The Georgina Houses Association owes its existence to its devoted Presi 
dent, Mrs. Broughall, who for nearly 50 years has been associated with any 
work undertaken by women of the Church of England in Toronto. 

The objects of this Association are to promote the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of women earning their own livelihood. These objects, it is thought, 
can best be obtained by providing suitable residences for them, and thus meet 
in some measure the "housing problem," which is exercising the minds of many 
thinking women of to-day. 

Georgina House was opened in 1909 at 106 Beverley Street, the present site, 
when 33 residents could be accommodated. Table boarders and a few transients 
were taken, when possible, in addition. 

The House has been and is self-supporting. Since that date 752 women, 
have availed themselves of the privileges of the House. It is under Church of 
England management, but women of all denominations are and have been 
heartily welcomed. 

This year, owing to a generous legacy left by a late associate, the House 
has been enlarged to hold 80 boarders, which number will be the limit. A 
larger number, in the opinion of the Association, would take away from the 
home atmosphere, which contributes largely to the happiness and welfare of 
women. 

The large reception room is a feature of the House, where lectures are 
given and simple pleasures provided for the girls, who gather there after the 
day s work is over. 

The Association hopes that by the spring the alterations will be quite com 
pleted in this first link in the chain of Georgina Houses, which, it is confidently 
believed, from the many enquiries received, will stretch from the Atlantic to- 
the Pacific coasts.

HAVEN AND PRISON GATE ASSOCIATION. 

The Haven and Prison Gate Mission has completed its 34th year. During 
the past year the number of inmates has averaged 96. 310 have been cared for, 
at an average stay of 113 days, 51 were continuous, 180 under supervision from 
3 to 12 months, and 79 who were transients. The number of inebriates is 48. 

We have sheltered 48 maternity cases, and in addition 12 babies without 
their mothers, making 60 babies in all. Twelve of these babies have been adopted 
through the efforts of Mr. Kelso, of the Children s Aid. Sixty-five of our in 
mates are below normal mentality, some very decidedly feeble-minded. We 
are still sheltering them until the Government has fulfilled its promise and 
provided a proper institution, where they can be cared for and our country 
saved from the propagation of their kind. We have an efficient staff, consisting 
of a superintendent and six matrons. We have a laundry in connection with 
the work, which brings in about one-third of our revenue. At present we are 
building a new laundry, equipped with all the modern machinery, which will 
enable us to do a much larger amount of work. 
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The Haven income last year amounted to $12,935.30, and expenditure to 
$12,859.00, leaving a balance of $76.30. We receive a Government and also 
a city grant, and a small amount from the board of inmates. The balance of 
our income is made up by donations and subscriptions, collected by members of 
the Board.

INFANTS HOME AND INFIRMARY. 

This institution, now in its thirty-eighth year, has for its objects the care 
of needy infants, of sick or poor parents, and the prevention of infanticide by 
providing homeless mothers with a refuge where under supervision they can 
themselves care for their infant and learn much that may be of practical use 
to them in after life. 

Many here learn for the first time their responsibilities to that human being 
to whom they are mother. 

Here I would point out that the ugly word "infanticide" does not alone 
mean active causing of death after birth, but applies to many pre-natal wrong 
doings, for which the child suffers after birth, and also to that neglect or deser 
tion which, coming from a desire to be free from care, contributes eventually 
to disease and death. 

We cannot combat too strongly the idea largely gaining ground among those 
who are not well informed, that mothers who have been wronged are justified 
in deserting their babies provided they have reason to believe some institution 
will probably receive them. 

Let the statement I now make as to this sink deep into your minds : The 
death rate of foundlings, or of children separated at birth from their mothers, is 
88%, think of it i Only 12% live. 

This appalling mortality is not caused alone by the absence of nature s 
nourishment, though that is largely contributory to it, but as well from the 
want of that constant care, watchfulness and attention, that the unending needs 
of every very young child requires, and which if the mother fails to fulfil her 
duty, only the wealthy can command. 

Will you who read this give it deep thought, and use all your influence to 
prevent any separation of child from mother in early infancy. 

Do not allow sympathy for the mother to make you forget justice to the 
child. Every human being born has a right to safety of life. 

Where mothers have not home comforts for their child and themselves, 
such should be provided, and for the infant s sake it should be compulsory that 
advantage should be taken of them. 

Our institution takes the mother with her baby for early infancy, and later 
if desired keeps the child on moderate terms as arranged until about four 
years old. 

Many here realize for the first time the sacredness of human life, and many 
leave us thankful not only for the refuge and protection they have received, 
but also thankful that they had been saved from crime against their innocent 
child. That having done her duty by her child helps to uplift the character of 
the mother, we who work among them have but little doubt. 

The year has been one of great energy, in commencing the building of a 
new wing, to give enlarged and much needed accommodation, the completion 
of which I hope to be able to report next year.

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INTERNATIONAL ORDER OF KING S DAUGHTERS AND SONS. 

In giving my report of the Society of The King s Daughters, I feel I cannot 
do justice to the work of the Order, even in Toronto alone. Its members are 
very reluctant to make public the many acts of benevolence in the relief of the 
needy and suffering ones. But such activities that must perforce come into 
notice, take the form of supporting hospitals either in part or the whole, homes 
for convalescents, keeping missionaries or helping Missions, Rest Homes, Creches, 
Food and Fuel Clubs, Girls Guilds, Mother s Meetings, Girls Rest and Lunch 
Rooms, and scores of other philanthropies too numerous to mention. 

The Business Girls Rest and Lunch Rooms, situated on the second floor 
of 36 Queen St. East, is one of our latest and most encouraging undertakings. 
Begun about four years ago in a very small way, it became the pioneer in Toronto 
of similar enterprises for the benefit of the girl in business, it was the privilege 
of the girls to bring her own lunch and sit and eat it, without being asked for 
payment. Although now it must be said there are very few who do this, for 
the lunches provided are so cheap, nourishing, and appetising that from a health 
standpoint it pays the business girl to buy from us rather than bring her own. 
We have a daily attendance of nearly 600 girls. We have a most efficient Secre 
tary and four paid helpers, and with the daily attendance of three volunteers 
make up our working staff. The work is self-supporting. We hope some day 
to branch out into a larger sphere. 

Our Society is purely philanthropic. Its members are known by wearing 
the badge of the Order, a little silver Maltese Cross, and is interdenominational. 
It is composed of circles of ten or more, each doing their own work in their own 
way, only uniting when undertaking some special work too large to be carried 
by a single circle. We are now uniting in helping the "National Sanitarium," 
and have also supplied the "Nurse s Social Service" scheme by sending in sample 
outfits and basket beds for babies, with patterns and price list of each garment, 
thus helping the mothers to help themselves, which is the best charity. 

Our Order has its representatives in every part of the Christianised world, 
and in our Dominion from P. E. I. to B. C. Our motto is "Look up, not down. 
Look out, not in. Look forward, not backward. Lend a hand."

LADIES AUXILIARY BOARD OF TORONTO WESTERN HOSPITAL. 

The Ladies Auxiliary Board of the Toronto Western Hospital report a 
very successful year. The meetings are held on the first Wednesday of each 
month in the Nurses Home. The work is divided into the following depart 
ments : Furnishing, entertainment, inventory and flowers and good -cheer, and 
each committee worked very satisfactorily and accomplished a good deal through 
out the year. 

The work of the Ladies Board is to assist the Board of Governors 
and co-operate with them. During the past year the Ladies Board have been 
responsible either directly, or by donation, for the furnishing of twenty-one 
private rooms in the new hospital building, at an average cost of $150.00. There 
is great need for a new home for our nurses, and it is hoped that before long our 
hopes for this will be realized. During 1912 the present home was completely 
re-furnished by the Ladies Board. 

The Good Cheer Club has done splendid "service during the year, by adding 
to the happiness and cheerfulness of the patients in the public wards. They 
have given books, flowers, and clothing, and in very destitute cases have given 
money for temporary needs. In the heat of the summer they were busy serving 
ices, carrying flowers, and when possible taking patients for an airing by the 
cool waters of the lake. 

At Christmas time the patients and nurses were supplied with Christmas 
dinners, and a tree was given for the nurses, all of which was much appreciated. 
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The President, Doctor Stowe-Gullen, in her address at the annual meeting 
congratulated the several departments upon the way their work had been done.

LADIES 1 MONTEFIORE JEWISH BENEVOLENT SOCIETY.

We are endeavoring to do our share to help the campaign to stamp out 
tuberculosis. We have our suspected cases examined and when possible put 
in better surroundings. When they are declared victims of the disease they 
are sent to Weston or Muskoka. 

Our sewing circle makes infants outfits and clothes for poor children. 

We are co-operating with the other charitable societies so that we may 
be able to act in the best and most beneficial manner. This co-operation has 
prevented a great deal of over-lapping and permits us to give more efficient aid.

LOCAL COUNCIL OF JEWISH WOMEN. 

The Toronto Council of Jewish Women is the local branch of the National, 
whose headquarters is New York City. It is under the efficient leadership of 
Miss Sadie American, aided by many of the most brilliant Jewish women in the 
United States elected from the various local councils, the aim of all being the 
betterment of Jewish women. 

The Toronto branch assemble bi-weekly and listen to and discuss papers 
designed to improve the members and assist them to assist others. This Council, 
under the leadership of Miss Josephi, maintains a club for Jewish working girls, 
occupying quarters on Walton St. The Club consists of Jewish girls of foreign 
birth ; they are provided with recreation parlors, taught physical culture and 
general deportment. The growth of the Club has rendered its present quarters 
inadequate, and a committee has been appointed to devise ways and means of 
raising funds to provide accommodation more suitable to the Club s growing 
needs. 

The re-organization of the Sabbath School under the Council of Jewish 
Women and led by Mrs. Maurice Frankel, co-operating with Rabbi Jacobs 
and assisted by a staff consisting mostly of members of the Junior Council, 
has been a pronounced success. Hebrew is taught phonetically and translation 
and grammar taken up at the start. The Bible is taught by narrative and 
effort made to encourage the moral sense rather than to develop the memory. 

The Junior Council under Miss Adelaide Cohen are active also in the mutual 
improvement of its members and in assisting their less fortunate sisters. In 
December a Mother Gooss Market was held in the Cosmopolitan Club, the 
members were picturesquely dressed, representing characters from nursery tales. 
An enjoyable evening and $700.00 net was the result of this venture. The 
money will be used to afford poor girls a holiday in the country.

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PROTESTANT ORPHANS HOME.

During the past year about 250 chil 
dren have been inmates of the Home for longer or shorter periods.

At the monthly meetings, ways and means of affording relief are discussed, 
such as securing work through the Associated Charities for parents out of em 
ployment, obtaining glasses for needy school children, and discussing cases 
that may be referred to the Relief Officer and public dispensaries. 

The officers and members of the Canadian Public School Nurses Associa 
tion realize that a report of their year s work would hardly be complete without 
some mention of the Juvenile Court. Commissioner Starr s assistance of co 
operation with the nurses, in the management of their difficult cases, have been 
invaluable.

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SOCIAL SERVICE COUNCIL OF PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

The passing of the year 1912 has not been without many tokens of success 
in the work of the Presbyterian Women s Social Service Council. 

Early in the year the need of a larger Residence was felt, and in May we 
took possession of the property purchased by the Board, 123-125 Yorkville 
Avenue, which gave us a plant very much larger, and well adapted for the work. 
Here we have accommodation for twenty-five. 

During the year ninety-four girls have passed through the Residence, re 
ceiving help, instruction, and the influence of a Christian home. 

Daily devotions are conducted by the Superintendent, semi-weekly Bible 
classes by the Deaconesses, and a Sunday evening service by an outside speaker, 
secured through a church representative. 

Occasional social evenings are provided by the organizations of the various 
churches. Council meetings are held once a month. 

Through the church representatives on the Council, educational work is 
carried on in the congregations by (i) distributing literature and (2) holding 
meetings varying in character as the situation demands. 

Our greatest encouragement comes, not from the very liberal donations of 
money, furnishings and provisions of all kinds which we have received from 
churches, outside organizations and individuals, but from the changed character 
manifested by many of the girls. 

We are glad to report one case where the parents sent from Scotland for 
their daughter, and we admire the courage with which this girl, with her baby, 
has taken up life among former friends. Another came to the Residence deter 
mined to have her baby adopted as soon as possible, but under the influence of 
the life there, she decided to keep the baby and work for its support. 

Most pathetic and appreciative are the letters which are constantly being 
received from girls who have left speaking of the good effect which even a short 
stay in the Residence has had on their sin-burdened life. 

Many cases have been difficult and discouraging, yet we enter the new year 
strong in faith that the touch of the Christ, which we strive to bring to each 
life, has still its ancient power.

The attitude of our press towards 
this movement has been very helpful, and on the whole the outlook is most 
encouraging to those of us who realize that this change is a fundamental neces 
sity to the carrying out of so many of the reforms of which our Women s Council 
is so deeply interested.

During the year the Toronto Travel Club has continued the custom of 
holding a regular series of meetings at the homes of the members, and has taken 
up the study of Life, Literature, History, Art and Music of the British Empire, 
two papers being read at each meeting. The papers have not only been of great 
interest to our own members, but have attracted the attention of outside Clubs, 
thus encouraging the idea of exchanging them, which is opening up a wider 
field of interest. Excellent musical programmes have been enjoyed at the 
meetings, and have contributed much towards their success.. Open meetings 
are periodically held at the home of the President, Miss H. M. Hill, and in this, 
way the Club fulfils its aims of encouraging interest in Art, Literature and Music .

TORONTO HUMANE SOCIETY. 

To the Officers and Members 

of The Local Council of Women, 

Toronto. 

Madam President, I have the honour to report to your Council the follow 
ing particulars regarding the work of the Toronto Humane Society for the 
year 1912 : 

The policy of the past four years is being worked out to a very successful 
conclusion, as we believe. It may be that, to some people, we have not been as 
active as they would like us to be, but our policy was one that could not be 
hurried, since we did not have at our disposal the necessary funds. In brief, 
the policy above mentioned may be presented as follows : 

(a) The establishment and publication of a journal, not for the City of 
Toronto only, but, as well, for the Dominion. This has been done and THE. 
HUMANE PLEADER has been published monthly since last December. It is 
meeting with exceedingly favorable comment, even from as far away as London, 
England. 

(b) The purchase of a motor ambulance for sick or injured horses We 
hope to place this on the streets of Toronto before a great while. 

(c) The purchase of a central property, which would become the established 
home of the Society, having sufficient office space, Board of Directors and lecture 
room, together with suitable accommodation, where sick, injured and worn-out 
horses and small animals could be received until properly located, or otherwise 
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dealt with. This building would also provide suitable quarters for the 
ambulance. The "Humane" building would also give housing for Inspectors 
and necessary attendants. This latter proposition is now a material fact,. 

During the year we "tried out" the plan of placing on the streets Inspectors, 
who would be capable of giving advice and necessary caution. The greatest 
care was needed in the selection of the men. They had to be men who would 
work in harmony with the police, and not usurp the authority which belongs to 
the men who guard the public peace. So satisfactory has been the work of our 
inspectors in this particular, that they have been accorded constable powers. 
They have also been placed in uniform, which is effective, but not gaudy. We 
have, at the present time, two men, who are well qualified for this work. 

We hope to move into our new "headquarters," 197 McCaul St., about the 
first of February. After we get settled, we have in mind the forming of a class 
for boys or men who wish to learn how to drive properly, how best to care for 
the horse given into their charge, and this from the humane standpoint. We 
have been offered help in this particular by one well qualified, and we expect 
to make this of exceptional value to those in the city who are dependent on the 
horse for delivery work, and who are so frequently "up against it" in the quality 
of the boys and men who seek the job of driver. Certificates will be given to 
those who will qualify. 

We desire to draw your attention, especially, to the fact that there came into 
our office, during the year, 1,903 complaints. We can safely say that these were 
faithfully attended to and dealt with as circumstances demanded. Besides 
the above, the police of the city, through the prosecuting department, report 
over 800 convictions, and over 400 other complaints investigated. 

Our Inspectors report a great improvement in general conditions. This 
will, we believe, continue. 

During a recent interview with Dr. Hastings, the Medical Health Officer, 
he expressed himself as being pleased to have our Inspectors co-operate with 
that department in an inspection of stables from the standpoint of the needs 
of the horse. We expect great benefits to result from this department of the 
work. 

We trust that this report, while being somewhat longer than usual, will 
be that much more interesting. The Twenty-fifth Annual Meeting will be held 
in the Margaret Eaton School of Expression on Thursday evening Jan. 3Oth, 
at eight o clock.

TORONTO PLAYGROUNDS ASSOCIATION. 

The year of 1912 has been a year of progress in playground work both under 
the direction of the Playground Association and under the city administration. 
While the Playgrounds and Recreation Commission, which we have so earnestly 
hoped for and sought to have created is not yet realized, the Association believes 
that the creation of this commission is a matter of the immediate future. The 
way for this commission has been paved during the year by the Joint Com 
mittee representing the City and the Association. This Committee has acted 
together in many ways to bring about harmonious effort between the two groups. 
Hours and wages are now uniform. The playground athletic meet was partici 
pated in by both groups. Legislation is now being prepared for such a Com 
mission. 

During the year the Social Center building at the McCormick Playground 
has been completed and opened for the public. The opening ceremonies were 
held in connection with a playground festival in which groups from various 
playgrounds participated. It is hoped that this Social Center may meet the 
recreative needs of the neighborhood by offering a building available in the 
winter months as well as in the summer, thus giving the ground a twelve months 
use instead of only the summer use. 
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The annual Playground Track and Field Meet was held at Scarboro Beach 
and surpassed anything that had ever been held by the Association. The events 
and the entries far surpassed expectation, and the interest and enthusiasm 
shown placed this as a fixture on the annual programme. 

Th : s increased work was made possible by the employment of a Playground 
Supervisor, who directed the work of all the grounds and supervised the workers. 
This Supervisor also directed the work of swimming classes on the bathing beaches 
and in the Y.M.C.A. pools. It is proved that such a worker is a necessity 
and another will be appointed at the beginning of the summer s work. 

The Playground Association still believes that more grounds should be 
established, especially in certain sections of the city where the available sites 
are fast being taken up by buildings and the possible playground places are 
being crowded out.

Through the generosity of Mr. Peter Ryan we gave cash prizes of $5.00 to 
the working men s homes competition in Earlscourt District. We intend en 
larging on this next year. 

Our Committee on Missions distributed seeds in the Ward through Mrs. 
Hoban, the city woman Inspector. 

Our Hospital Grounds Committee spent over $200.00 in perennials for the 
Hospitals and Public Homes. 

We gave a reception to the delegates to the Ontario Horticultural Associa 
tion this year. The speakers on this occasion were President Falconer, Mr. 
P. W. Ellis, Mr. J. E. Atkinson, Mr. W. G. MacKendrick, and President A. H. 
Scott of the visitors. Our membership has increased and we are looking for 
ward to doing more and better work this year to beautify Toronto.

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TORONTO DISTRICT WOMAN S CHRISTIAN TEMPERANCE UNION 

In presenting the work done during the past year by the Woman s Christian 
Temperance Union, I herewith submit the following report : 

Our business meetings held each month have been well attended, the mem 
bers manifesting not only interest but an enthusiastic determination to success 
fully carry forward the departments of work undertaken for God and home, 
our city and native land. 

We have had a most strenuous year, owing to the task of completing the 
new Frances Willard Hall on Gerrard St., furnishing and moving into it, but 
now we are comfortably settled we hope for more aggressive work in the coming 
year along the different lines of departmental work. We have held a large 
number of public gatherings. The first one of the year, when the Ecumenical 
Conference convened in the city, a reception was held in honor of Mrs. Clara 
Leute Stevenson and visiting delegates from all parts of the world. 

The Willard Hall, which is now a reality, had the corner-stone laid by 
Her Royal Highness Duchess of Connaught, who graciously consented to per 
form the ceremony, and on Nov. 3Oth, 1911, at 3.30 in the afternoon, the stone 
was well and truly laid by her in the presence of an immense concourse of people. 
At the request of the Canadian Temperance League, our members provided the 
programme and conducted the meeting in Massey Hall on the afternoon of 
Sunday, Jan. 2ist, 1912. The Frances Willard memorial day was commemor 
ated by holding a special service in the Western Congregational Church, in 
which all of the local unions took part. 

In the month of February, when the National Temperance Congress and 
the Ontario Alliance Convention was held in Massey Hall, the W.C.T.U. members 
provided a banquet for the delegates, which was a pronounced success. At 
least six hundred were seated at the tables, after which the meeting was ad 
dressed by Dr. Purley Baker, Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League of the 
United States. 

Second to none in importance was the silver anniversary of Toronto Dis 
trict, which was held in Wesley Church Friday evening, March I5th. A sumptu 
ous banquet was provided, followed by addresses by many of the workers and 
their friends. 

Toronto District is now composed of 25 local unions with a total member 
ship of 1351 and 233 honoraries. Each and all of the unions have been actively 
engaged during the past year securing the money to complete the building and 
furnishing the Willard Hall. This too was an incentive for their labors in the 
dining hall at the Exhibition, which is now situated in the new Government 
building. We have twenty-one departments of work which are operated by 
each of the local unions as to the requirements of their several localities. 

One Union was successful in closing an objectionable show, and through 
their efforts secured the action of the police and a disreputable house was closed. 
They also drew the attention of the Children s Aid Society to the case of four 
small children who were being neglected by their mother who was addicted 
to drink. 

Another Union was instrumental in having a license for a pool room cancelled. 
One of the Y. girls was successful in closing an objectionable house owing to her 
efforts in informing the proper authorities of what she had observed. How 
much could be accomplished in this way did each one realize the fact that we are 
our brother s keeper. Owing to inadequate accommodation the work of the 
Willard Home for girls was greatly handicapped, yet withal about 400 found 
a home and in Mrs. Worrall a real friend and sympathizer, securing situations 
for 90 and aiding them in every way possible. Our Traveller s Aid during thee 
past year assisted over 2,500 persons through her work at the Union Station. 
The salary of this official is realized from the coupons of the Surprise soap. 
Number received last year 147,493. In the department of sailor s work comfort 
bags were provided for the boats to the number of 7, and 5 were refilled, besides 
large quantities of literature. This work has been greatly appreciated, and a 
etter of thanks was received from the secretary of the Canadian Lake line. 
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Literature is regularly supplied to the fire halls and police stations. Regular 
and systematic visits are made and services are held at the jail, the Working 
Men s Home, and other places. Other departments are evangelistic services, 
mother s meetings, and Sabbath School work. Kitchen garden classes are held 
in King St. Methodist Church, East End Day Nursery, The Creche, Victoria 
St., and Earlscourt, where equipment is provided and lessons taught in house 
keeping and cooking ; Loyal Temperance Legions, where a competent teacher is 
engaged to^give the lessons on temperance and hygiene to at least seven large 
bands in different parts of the city. We cannot take time to summa ize each 
and all of the departments and their work, but the total as copied from the 
report of our Flower Mission superintendent will carry our thought to the thous- 
ands_of lonely hearts and dreary homes which have been brightened by the Flower 
Mission visitors. There has been distributed 1638 bouquets, 71 plants, 19 sprays, 
300 packages of seed, 1069 texts, 2542 papers, 19 books, 125 magazines, 173 
quarts fruit, 98 glasses jelly, 3 quarts cream, 42^ doz. eggs, 25^ doz. oranges, 
48 pks. vegetables, 68 Ibs. groceries, 1224 garments, 320 Christmas dinners. 
They have made 90 visits to institutions and to families 1184 visits, 
fc _ Much work was accomplished in the franchise department. Each of the 
Unions labored untiringly to elect to places of trust in the city men of clean 
hands and temperance principles. They also canvassed the women voters, 
urging them to make use of their franchise. Carriages and automobiles were. 
placed at the disposal of our workers, who operated from four committee rooms 
in different parts of the city. 

Successful work was accomplished in conjunction with the Lord s Day 
Alliance, when our Council prohibited the use of the civic slides on the Lord s Day.

They have received assurance from 
The Glebe Bakery that all orders for bread, no matter what the size of the loaf, 
will be wrapped if so desired. This section also desires to co-operate in all 
movements for municipal improvement.

THE VICTORIA WOMEN S ASSOCIATION.

women ; and Miss Addison, who addressed our last meeting on the Educational 
and Religious Aspect of the Women s Movement. Miss Addison considers 
the political aspect but a small part of it.

VICTORIAN ORDER OF NURSES. 

The year 1913 has been one of marked progress for the Toronto branch of 
the Victorian Order of Nurses.

The meetings are held twice a month from October to April, and sometimes 
there are extra ones in the summer at the homes of members. 

Our programs include papers of intellectual value, reports of work done by 
philanthropic societies, and reformers and occasionally a musical afternoon.

WOMEN MEMBERS OF THE ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 

The problems confronting the social worker in a large city are both great 
and difficult to solve, especially in Toronto with its complex community, increas 
ing at the enormous rate of nearly forty thousand per year. To keep pace with 
this growth and meet all the obligations which are laid upon us will tax the skill, 
energy and resources of the best minds and most generous-hearted persons in 
our community. 

But problems, however great or many, must be courageously faced, and, if 
possible, solved. It is a matter of general satisfaction that there are so many 
brave and unselfish men and women amongst our citizens who are willing to 
give their best thought, their time and money that our city may become a most 
desirable place to live in. We note with great satisfaction that during the year 
there have been established a Juvenile Court, Inebriate Farm on Yonge St., 
and the Social Service Commission, which will prove great factors in solving 
some of the problems of the social workers. 

THE CENTRAL OFFICE. 

This year has been signally marked by steady progress in every department 
of work at the Central Office. Great advance has been made over the previous 
years. 824 new cases were referred to us for investigation, making the total 
number of records on file 7,944. In addition to these new cases, hundreds of 
enquiries were made regarding those now on file, some of which had to be re 
visited and reported on. 

CO-OPERATION ASSURED. 

The up-to-date social workers see that they can no longer stand alone and 
work independently of each other if they are to handle the problems of the 
poverty-stricken homes which are visited day by day. Many are seeking 
affiliation with us, and securing whatever information we can give to enable 
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them to deal more intelligently with those who appeal to them. They are 
aiming at constructive effort rather than mere relief. Two notable instances 
of this during the year may be cited. The first is the establishment of a Con 
fidential Exchange for Christmas giving to the poor. Last December was our 
first attempt at anything of the kind, and on the whole it was a great success. 
But much more will be accomplished this year, when its objects are more gen 
erally understood, and its benefits appreciated. The second instance I would 
mention is the organization of three case conference meetings, one in the 
University Settlement and one in Evangelia Settlement, meeting on alternate 
Fridays, in the afternoon, and one in the Fred Victor Mission on Wednesday 
morning. It is one of the most interesting and inspiring sights to see from 
sixteen to twenty workers, including the school nurses, the tuberculosis nurses, 
the probation officers of the Juvenile Court, the Agent of the Children s Aid 
Society, two or three ministers, several deaconesses and settlement workers 
spending a half hour on the case of one individual or family, giving to each 
other the benefit of their knowledge and experience, and endeavoring to devise 
a plan that will not only relieve but also put the family beyond the need of help. 
Is not this indeed constructive philanthropy ? 

In closing this very brief report of the work of the year, we note with satis 
faction the manifest desire on the part of the officers and members of the various 
agencies to get into closer touch with each other. We no longer find it neces 
sary to urge the wide-awake or up-to-date social workers to affiliate themselves 
with the Central Office. Many are coming voluntarily and seeking representa 
tion on our Board. To this we attribute much of our success, and are grateful 
for the large measure of co-operation secured.

WOMEN S WELCOME HOSTEL. 

It will be difficult to condense into the short space allowed anything like an 
adequate report of the work done during the past year at the Hostel. 1395 
have been received, bona fide arrivals from the other side of the Atlantic. The 
majority have been English, Scotland quoted second, Ireland third with two 
or three each from various European countries and the Channel Islands. Only 
two have been deported one for insanity, and an equally small percentage 
have proved failures. 

These girls have been widely distributed over the Province, only eight 
going on to the West and one to Quebec. A small number of nursery gover 
nesses have been required, and placed, also some very satisfactorily expert steno 
graphers, who have been found posts immediately. There have been more 
hotel servants than in former years and others who have filled places in our 
Government Hospitals or institutions. 

The expenses of the upkeep of the Hostel have increased owing to the high 
rate of provisions, cost of labour, etc., and it was found necessary to appeal to 
the Government for a larger grant toward maintenance. A deputation of in 
fluential men and women representing the various interests served, the steam 
ship companies, the country homes, and city, private and public, waited upon 
the Minister of Agriculture last week (January 22nd). This was favorably re 
ceived, and we have every confidence that the appeal will be granted. 

The increase in the office work has caused a greater number of books to be 
kept, the correspondence, the work of the collection of loans made to the girls 
of part passage money and of the service certificate required by the Government 
is so great that not only time but the -physical strength of two women is not 
enough to do it, and the need for means is most pressing to pay salaries to a 
capable Financial Secretary and stenographer. 

When speaking of the work Mr. John A. Paterson characterized it as of 
not only national but of imperial importance. 

As the Secretary of the Board and Manager of the Hostel I quite recognize 
the enormous growth of the work and the use both agents and the Ontario Gov- 
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eminent office have made of the Hostel in order to induce a better class of girls 
and women to come out to Ontario. 

We feel that the numerous letters and demands for my Hostel girls has 
justified any expenditure of public funds either in the past or for the future. 

We own our property 52 St. Alban s Street, which still can be valued at 
$20,000.00. The building at the end of the lot has been fitted up and furnished 
to accommodate twenty girls, bath-room, electric water heater and light, hard 
wood floors and verandah. This was done by private subscription from mem 
bers of the Board. 

In September the number arriving necessitated the erection of a large 
marquee tent to hold twenty beds at a cost of $57.00 for a week s rent. One 
hundred had breakfast at the Hostel on that morning. 

We had the misfortune of having the large furnace break down, but by 
the generosity of our friends we have been able to replace it and hope to be able 
to let our large room for meetings, and thus add a mite to our revenue. 

The Hostel has done good work in the past and we may look forward to 
increased work and satisfactory results in the future.

WOMEN S COLLEGE HOSPITAL AND DISPENSARY. 

The outstanding features of the year s work are the opening of a hospital 
and the paying off of the mortgage. 114 patients have been treated in the hos 
pital. Of these 74% were in the public ward. The large proportion of public 
ward patients may be accounted for by the fact that there is little accommoda 
tion for private and semi-private patients, and also that the main work is that 
of the dispensary and the care of the patients that come to it. 

Of the 114 patients, 20 came from places outside Toronto, from the west 
one from Saskatchewan and one from Alberta. 

Twenty-five babies have been born during the year in the hospital. Most 
of the mothers were too poor to have a nurse at their homes. Six mothers took 
their babies to homes of one room. 

During the year there were 2034 consultations in the dispensary. Of these 
289 could not pay even the nominal charge for medicine. 

Many of the patients who come to this dispensary are the respectable, but 
poor mothers of families who cannot afford private medical consultation and will 
continue to suffer rather than go to dispensaries conducted by men. It is this 
feature of the work that makes this dispensary a real means of good. That 
which in any way helps to preserve the health and well-being of the mothers is 
of national benefit.

PREAMBLE. 

Believing that the more intimate knowledge of one another s work will 
result in larger mutual sympathy and greater unity of thought, and, therefore, in 
more effective action, certain Associations of Women interested in Philanthropy, 
Religion, Education, Literature, Art, and Social Reform, have determined to 
organize Local Councils, and to that end join in the following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. NAME. 

This Federation shall be called the Local Council of Women of Toronto in 
affiliation with the National Council of Women of Canada. 

ARTICLE II. POLICY. 

The aim of the Local Council is to bring the various Associations of Women 
in Toronto into closer relations through an organized union ; but no Society 
entering a Local Council shall thereby lose its independence in aim or method, or 
be committed to any principle or method of any other Society in the Council, the 
object of which is to serve as a medium of communication and a means of prose 
cuting any work of common interest. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERS. 

Sec. i. Any Society of Women, the nature of whose work is satisfactory to 
the Executive Committee of the Local Council, may become members of said 
Council by its own vote. 

Sec. 2. The women of any organization, composed of both men and women, 
may associate themselves by their own vote and join said Local Council. 

Sec. 3. -Any woman representing organized Societies of Women which by 
reason of internal regulations cannot affiliate, and which it is at the same time 
desirable to have represented, may be invited by the President and Executive to 
join the Committee. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Local Council shall consist of a President, one or more 
elected Vice-Presidents, ex-officio Vice-President (President of all Societies feder 
ating in a Local Council), a Corresponding Secretary, Affiliation Secretary, a 
Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

These officers shall comprise the Executive Committee, whose business it 
shall be to control and provide for the generar interests of the Council. Five 
members shall constitute a quorum of this Committee. 
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ARTICLE V. MEETINGS. 



Sec. i. This Local Council shall hold Annual Meetings for the election of 
officers and other business. 

Sec. 2. The Committee of Arrangements shall consist of the Executive Com 
mittee. 

Sec. 3. At the Annual Meeting each Society belonging to the Council shall 
have five votes (exclusive of that cast by the President.) 

Sec. 4. All other members of any Society belonging to the Council may 
have the privilege of participating in all discussions that may arise at the Annua* 
Meeting, but may not vote. 

Sec. 5. Other meetings of the Local Council may be held from time to 
time as may best promote the interests of the said Council. 

Sec. 6. All new business to be brought before the Annual Meeting of .the 
Local Council must first be submitted to the Executive Committee as a notice of 
motion. 



ARTICLE VI. FEES. 

Each Society federating in this Local Council shall pay an annual fee of $2.00 
towards the expense fund of the said Council. 

ARTICLE VII. PATRONS. 

Sec. i. Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive Committee 
may become a patron of the Local Council upon the payment of $5.00 annually 
or $50.00 at one time. 

Sec. 2. The names of Patrons shall be placed with those of the Executive 
Committee on a!l printed documents. 

Sec. 3. Any person whose name is acceptable to the Executive Committee 
and who is not connected with any affiliated Society may become a member of 
the Local Council on payment of $1.00 annually and may take part in the pro 
ceedings and discussions of the public meetings of the Council, but is not entitled 
to vote. Such members shall receive free all literature published by the Council. 

Sec. 4. Any person whose name is accepted by the Executive Committee 
may become a Life Member of the Local Council on payment of a fee of $15.00, 
and may take part in the proceedings and discussions of the public meetings of 
the Council, but is not entitled to vote. The names of such Life Members shall 
be printed immediately after those of the Life Patrons of the Local Council, and 
they shall be entitled to receive free all ordinary literature published by the Local 
Council. 

ARTICLE VIII. AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-third vote of the 
Local Council at any annual meeting, provided that such alteration be in har 
mony with the Constitution of the National Council, notice of the proposed change 
having been sent to the Executive of the National Council two months, and to 
each Society belonging to the Council at least one month, prior to such meeting. 



STANDING ORDERS 

OF THE 

TORONTO LOCAL COUNCIL 

IN FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF CANADA 



I. MEETINGS. 

1. The annual Meeting of the Local Council shall be held during the las 
week of January of each year, unless an alteration of the date is deemed advisable 
by the Executive. 

2. The Local Council shall hold three regular public meetings (exclusive of 
the Annual Meeting) during the year, the date of such meetings to be left to the 
Executive to decide. 

3. The Order of Business at the Annual Meeting of the Council shall be as 
follows : 

(1) Prayer. 

(2) Roll call. 

(3) Minutes of the last Annual Meeting. 

(4) President s opening remarks. 

(5) Correspondence. 

(6) Appointment of members of the Council as returning officers and 

tellers for the ballot voting, if necessary. 

(7) Annual Reports. 

(8) Reports of Local Societies and Institutions. 

(9) Appointment of Auditors. 
(10) Voting for Officers by ballot. 

(n) Amendments to Rules and Standing Orders (if any). 

(12) Motions of which due notice has been given to the Executive Com 

mittee, and by them to each Affiliated Association, and Amend 
ments relevant to the motions before the meetings. 

(13) Other business. 

(This order to be followed as near as possible at all public meetings.) 

4. Special Meeting of the Local Council for urgent business may be convened 
by the President at her own discretion, or at the request in writing of three mem 
bers of the Executive. 

5. Standing Committees and Sub-Committees may be appointed by the 
Executive as may be found necessary for the efficient carrying on of the business 
of the Council. Each of such Committees shall appoint a Secretary, who shall 
present a report, first to the Executive and then at one of the regular public 
meetings. 

6. A preliminary Agenda for the Annual Meeting shall be sent out to each 
Affiliated Society and Institution two months before the Annual Meeting, and 
shall be laid before each such body for discussion along with the nomination 
papers for officers, in order that suggestions as to any notice of amendment, al 
teration, support, or withdrawal may be sent back to the Executive three weeks 
after its receipt. The final Agenda, as amended, shall be returned a month before 
the Annual Meeting in order that each Society may be able to consider it at their 
ordinary monthly meeting, and shall instruct their delegates how to vote. 
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7. Resolutions from affiliated Societies and Institutions must be received by 
the Corresponding Secretary two months before the Annual Meeting, in order that 
they may be placed on the preliminary Agenda, and be sent out for the considera 
tion and amendment of the affiliated organizations. Amendments can be sent in 
when the preliminary Agenda is returned to the Corresponding Secretary. 

8. If a two-thirds majority of the National Executive deem any resolution 
sent by the Local Councils of Nationally Organized Societies unsuitable or inad 
visable for presentation to the Council, it shall not be placed upon the Agenda. 
The votes composing the above two-thirds majority shall be given, either person 
ally or in writing, by the actual members of the said Executive. 

9. Motions shall be placed on the Agenda, either by. the Executive Commit 
tee or by any of the affiliated bodies, but no resolution shall be sent in by any 
individual. 

10. Delegates shall occupy seats, allotted by the previous arrangement to 
the representatives of affiliated Societies and Institutions. 

11. The public is privileged to attend the meetings of the Council, not in 
cluding the meetings of the Executive Committee. 

II. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS. 

1. The President, or, in her absence, one of the elected Vice-Presidents, 
shall preside at all meetings of the Local Council and its Executive. She shall 
take a general supervision of all its work. 

2. One of the elected Vice-Presidents of the Local Council shall act in the 
absence of the President, or the Executive may appoint an Acting President. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a correct record of all meetings and 
of all motions and resolutions, shall prepare an Order of Business of each meeting, 
and attend to all printing. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of all correspondence, and 
shall arrange the details of the Executive, Annual and other meetings. She, to 
gether with an Affiliation Secretary, shall present a full report of the years pro 
ceedings to the Annual Meeting. 

5. The Affiliation Secretary shall send out notices of all meetings, shall keep 
a correct list of the affiliated Societies, Institutes, and their authorized repre 
sentatives, she shall read the Roll Call and receive all applications from Societies 
and individual members desiring affiliation with the Local Council. 

6. The Treasurer shall receive, collect, and hold all moneys of the Council, 
disbursing the same by order of the President. She shall pay out all accounts by 
means of cheques, and shall have her book audited by an auditor appointed by the 
Council, before presenting her Annual Report. All subscriptions and fees shall 
be acknowledged by official receipt, signed by the Treasurer. 

III. ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

1. Nomination papers for the officers of the Local Council shall be sent out 
by the Executive to each affiliated Society and Institution two months before the 
Annual Meeting, and shall be returned by them within three weeks after receipt 
to the Corresponding Secretary, filled in in accordance with the instruction oieach 
affiliated Society or Institution. 

2. Nominations for officers of the Local Councils may be made by each 
affiliated Society or Institution and by the Executive Committees of Local 
Councils, but not by individual officers of the same. 

3. Election of officers shall be by ballot. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall make a list of all nominations received* 
and shall send a copy of such list to each officer, affiliated Society or Institution 
of the Local Council, one month before the Annual Meeting in order that each 
affiliated Society or Institution may be able to instruct its delegates to vote 
for the candidates which it prefers. 
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5. The ballot papers for the election of general officers shall be supplied 
to each member of the Council by the returning officers. The voters shall be 
required to mark their papers and hand to the returning officer?. No member 
of the Council shall receive a second ballot paper, except from the returning 
officers in exchange for the one previously given. 

6. In case of the resignation or death of an officer during her term of office, 
a successor shall be elected by the Executive to serve during the remainder of 
such term. 

IV. RULES OF ORDER. 

1. Every person when speaking shall stand, and shall address the chair. 

2. The President may at any time take the opinion of the Council as to 
the length of time to be allowed for discussion of any motion, and shall then, 
at her own discretion, limit the time for the speaker. 

3. The President of the Council, or any member, may, at the close of any 
speech, propose, without debate, "That the question be now put"; and if the 
motion be seconded and carried by a majority, the original resolution, or the 
resolution as amended, shall be at once put without debate. 

4. Every motion shall be proposed, or, in other words, read by the presiding 
officer before it is open to debate or amendment. Only two amendments shall 
be proposed at one time to a motion or question. In other words, there shall 
be only three questions at one time before the Council, the main motion, an 
amendment, and an amendment thereto. But when an amendment to an 
amendment is disposed of, another amendment can be proposed, provided it is 
not one similar to that already voted on. But a motion for the adjournment of 
Council or debate is always in order under such circumstances. 

5. Motions and amendments shall be voted on in the reverse order to that 
in which they are submitted, the last amendment being thus voted on first. 

6. All special motions shall be in writing, and shall be seconded before being 
put from the chair, but motions for an adjournment of Council or of debate, or 
for the previous question, or mere routine business, need not be written. 

7. A motion that is not seconded may not be proposed from the chair , 
and no entry thereof shall be made in the minutes. 

8. A motion may be withdrawn with the consent of the members of the 
Council present, or, in other words, without a negative voice. 

9. Any member may require the question under discussion to be read at 
any time of the debate, but not so as to interrupt a speaker. 

10. A motion to adjourn is always in order, and shall be voted on without 
debate, when there is a question under consideration; when there is no such 
question under discussion, and the motion for adjournment is a substantive or 
main motion, a debate thereon is permissible, but it must be confined to the 
question of adjournment. A motion to adjourn cannot be amended and must be 
simply, "That the Council be now adjourned," or "That the debate be now 
adjourned." A motion that the Council do adjourn to a particular day or hour 
is always amendable with respect to the day or hour. 

11. No question or motion can be regularly offered if it is substantially 
the same as the one on which the judgment of the Council has already been 
expressed during the meeting of the Council. 

12. Amendments must be relevant to the subject-matter of the original 
motion. 

13. The Secretary or Recording Officer shall make no entry of a motion 
or proposed resolution except it is proposed by the chair. 

14. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Council, and in explaining a point of order or procedure, she shall 
state the rule or authority applicable to the case. 

15. No member shall speak twice to a motion or question, except in explana 
tion of a material part of her speech in which she may have been misconceived, 
but then she shall not introduce new matter. A member who has^poken to a 
motion may speak when a new question or amendment is proposed to the motion, 
A reply shall be allowed only to the mover of a main or substantive motion. 
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1 6. When two or more members rise to speak, the presiding officer shall 
call upon the member who, in her opinion, first rose in her place; and should more 
than one member rise at once, the presiding officer shall determine who is entitled 
to the floor. 

17. No member shall speak to any question after the same has been fully 
put by the presiding officer. 

1 8 If a member was not present in the hall and did not hear the question 
"put .or read by the presiding officer, she shall not vote on that question. 

19. When a debate on a question is concluded, the presiding officer shall 
proceed to put the question. If a question has not been heard, she shall read 
it again to the meeting. Having read the question on which the decision of 
the meeting is to be first given, she shall take the sense of the members by 
saying, " Those who are in favour of the motion or amend" ent shall say aye, 
those who are of the contrary opinion shall say no." When the supporters of 
the opponents of the motion have given their voices for and against the same, the 
presiding officer shall say, "I think the ayes have it," or "I think the noes have 
it," or "I cannot decide." Any member of the Council feeling a doubt as to the 
correctness of the decision may call for a division. 

20. On, the general business of the Council, the sense of the delegate shall 
be taken, in the usual parliamentary method of asking for ayes and noes, as 
prescribed in the foregoing order. "In cases where a division is called for, the 
vote shall be taken by calling over the roll of affiliated bodies, when the vote of 
each body sliall.be given by the delegate or delegates present. 

21. The President, or person occupying the chair, shall"- have casting vote 
when there is a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a membret-b.f the Council. 

22. In the event of the full number of delegates from any affiliated Society 
or Institution not being able to attend, the full number of votes to which each- 
body is entitled shall be given by such delegate or delegates as are present. 

23. The responsibility for the Appointment and instruction of delegates to 
the Annual Meeting rests solely with "the ladies appointing, and delegates are 
required to act in strict accordance with the instructions of the affiliated Society 
or Institution, which they represent,- and on points which may incidentally arise, 
as far as they can judge, in aceorda-rice with the spirit of that organization and 
not as individuals. 

24. Local Councils shall not bring any matters before the Provincial Legis 
latures without first receiving the endorsation of the Executive Committee of 
the National Council. 

25. When any doubt arises on the proper procedure to be followed, reference 
shall be made to "Dr. Bourinot s Book on Parliamentary Procedure at Public 
Meetings." 

V. AMENDMENT OF STANDING ORDERS. 

i. The By-laws may be altered or amended at any time by a two-thirds 
vote of the Local Council, notice of proposed change having been given at a 
previous meeting. 



STANDING ORDERS 

FOR THE 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE 
TORONTO LOCAL COUNCIL 



IN FEDERATION WITH THE 

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF WOMEN OF CANADA 



I. MEETINGS. 

1. The meetings of the Executive Committee shall be convened by the 
President, or Acting President, at such times and places as may seem to her 
desirable for the efficient conduct of the work of the Local Council. Not less 
than a week s notice shall be given to each member, unless some urgent business 
compels the Committee being called together at short notice. 

2. At the ordinary meetings of the Executive Committee the Order of 
Business shall be : 

(1) Prayer. 

(2) Roll call. 

(3) Reading, Correction and Approval of the Minutes of Meeting. 

(4) Correspondence. 

(5) Report of Corresponding Secretary. 

(6) Report of Treasurer. 

(7) Report of Sub-Committees (if any). 

(8) Business arising out of Minutes. 

(9) Any business carried over from last meeting. 
(10) New business. 

3. Special meetings may be called by any three members of the Executive 
requesting^ the President in writing to convene a meeting. A week s notice 
must be given in such cases, and the place of meeting left to the option of the 
President. The names of the three members requesting the meeting shall 
be mentioned in the notice summoning the meeting. 

4. The notice calling each Committee shall contain the terms of any impor 
tant resolution or urgent business of which notice has been given in sufficient time 
so to do. 

II. RULES OF ORDER. 

1. All correspondence of importance shall be submitted to the President, 
and copies of all letters of moment sent out by the Secretary shall be kept and 
produced, if desired, by the Executive. 

2. When the President of any affiliated Society or Institution is unable 
to attend a meeting of the Executive, it shall bo competent to the Executive 
Committee of such affiliated Society or Institution to appoint a substitute to 
attend in her place, or to empower their President or representative to appoint 
a substitute. 
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3. The affiliation of Local Societies and organizations shall be accepted on 
the following terms : 

(1) Receipt of formal letter enclosing copy of resolution passed at the 

meeting affiliating Local Societies or Institutions. 

(2) A statement of the aims and objects of the Society or organization. 

(3) Payment of affiliation fee. 

(4) Approval of the Executive Committee expressed by resolution. 

4. All correspondence received since last meeting shall be upon the table, 
filed according to subject and date. Such general correspondence as the Com 
mittee desire to hear shall be read by the Corresponding Secretary, before such 
subject comes on for discussion, and any communication relating thereto, which 
may be considered important, shall be read to the meeting. Any member shall 
be entitled to call for the reading of other communications. 

5. A memorandum of notes sent by absent members and a record of atten 
dance shall be kept by the Recording Secretary. 

6. Any part of the regular business of a meeting may be taken up out of its 
regular order, or any special business may be taken withoat notice, only when a 
motion of urgency has been passed by a majority of not less then two-thirds of 
the members present. 

7. Every notice of motion for the Agenda shall be sent in to the Corres 
ponding Secretary in writing, and shall be signed by the members of the Com 
mittee sending it in. 

8. All motions or amendments, other then mere formal ones, shall be reduced 
to writing. 

9. Motions to rescind resolutions passed within six months, and motions 
to the same effect as motions negatived within the previous six months, must 
be passed by a majority of two-thirds of the members present. 

10. The President, or person occupying the chair, .shall have a casting vote 
in the case of a tie, but shall not otherwise vote as a member. 

11. Every member of the Committee when speaking shall address the chair 
only. 

12. The vStanding Orders shall not be suspended unless by a unanimous 
vote. 

13. The above Standing Orders shall ba observed by the Sub-Committees 
so far as they are applicable.
